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imually  incident  to  »ucb  tripe,  ex- 
cept that  in  crossing  whut  is  known 
an  tlio  “Tcnsus  Banin,"  there  wu 
more  water  "by  considerable  and  a 
trifle  over,"  than  wus  exactly  pleas- 
ant to  contemplate  by  the  traveler. 
At  one  point  the  whole  company  of 
passengers  hud  to  leave  the  cars, 
take  passage  in  u boat  and  be  taken 
a distance  of  some  miles  down  the 
Tensas.  It  seemed  to  me  not  less 
than  ten  miles,  but. I wus  told  it  was 
not  near  so  far.  You  have  traveled 
that  road  from  Vicksburg  to  Mon- 
roe, uml  know  something  of  the 
distance,  you  can  therefore  judge  of 
the  delay  when  I tell  you  wo  got 
underway  on  the  West  side  of  the 
branch  at  Vicksburg  at  about  2:30  p. 
m.,  and  did  not  reach  Monroe  until 
after  I a.  m. 

Wc  got  to  Shreveport  about  ti  in 
tho  morning  ; the  bulletin  hoard  re- 
ported us  late  by  about  six  hours, 
at  8 sharp  wo  were  under  way  for 
Marshall,  Texas,  which  place  we 
reached  at  about  10. 

From  Shreveport  to  Marshall  and 
'thence  on  in  Texas  to  near  Wills 
Point  the  country  is  very  much  like 
that  of  Hinds  county,  Miss.,  and 
the  traveler  who  has  never  been 
west  of  the  Trinity  can  hardly 
realizo.that  ho  is  in  Toxas.  But  as 
you  approach  the  "Point"  the 
change  becomes  very  apparant ; lit 
tie  patches  ofjprairie occur  more  and 
more  frequently,  until  just  "as  you 
reach  tho  city  you  come  full  out 
into  that  magnificent  prarie,  that 
shows  you  to  be  in  Texas  sure 
j enough.  .»•»
